Japs Resist Bitterly 
On the emb attled Saipan, in the 
Marianas 1,500 miles southeast of 
Tokyo, the Yanks called on planes, 
artillery and guns of warships to 
help crack b itter resistance of an 
estimated 20,000 Japanese, a Nimitz 
communique last night reported. 
To the south of Saipan, enemy 
airfields on Tinian were shelled b y 
warships and b omb ed b y planes. 
What may prove to have b een 
the first preliminary b low of a 
showdown naval fight was struck 
Sunday from enemy aircraft car 
riers. Their planes, flying from thp 
direction of the Philippines b y way 
of Guam and Rota in the Mari­ 
anas, paid a frightful cost of 300 
aircraft in trying unsuccessfully to 
sink U. S. carriers and b attleships 
of the invasion fleet. Last night. 
Nimitz told a press conference that 
not one comb at ship was sunk. 
Then the admiral issued an elec­ 
trifying hint that the enemy b low 
vas paid b ack with success Mon­ 
day. 
He said cryptically it was 
possib le that damage was inflicteo 
on elements of the enemy fleet that 
day. 
“We hope the Jap fleet will stay 
in that (Philippines) area,” he said. 
"As long as they stay, we have a 
chance to get at them.”

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS. Allied Ex peditionary Force, June 21.— 
U. S doughb oys supported b y heavy artillery and air b omb ardment, today 
assaulted two key inner fortresses guarding Cherb ourg—one less than 
a 
mile from the commercial docks— and fought house-to-house through 
the city's sub urb s. 
(An NBC b roadcast from Normandy declared "our ground forces are 
moving into Cherb ourg.”) 
The power drive from the south hammered against Fort Du Roule, 
on a htll at Cherb ourg's outskirts and within a mile of the docks, and 
Fort Octevtlle, a little more than a mile to the west. 
Cherb ourg's great military port area, now ex ploding under German 
demolitions, lies only two miles b ehind Fort Octeville. 
The Germans were making a last ditch stand in these Inner ring 
fortresses. 
Heavy fighting was reported in the 
b uilt-up sub urb an section of 
France’s third greatest port. 
The assault upon the forts raced 
forward from St. Martin Le-Greard. 
four miles south of Cherb ourg, and 
advance units on the western flank 
drove to Aequeville, three to four 
miles west and slightly south of 
Cherb ourg’s city limits. 
Fort Du Roule, a major key to 
control of the 
b esieged German 
stronghold, stands atop a 450-foot 
hill. 
The French worked for more than 
a century b uilding up Cherb ourg’s 
forts and defenses and the Germans 
now are making a lost stand in U>e 
inner ring—which emb races part of 
the city Itself.

“It took three days of steady 
work to b ury all of the dead Nips 
We found 406 b odies In an area 50 
yards wide and 100 yards long ” 
The officer, who wfas awarded the 
Legion of Merit for his part in tak­ 
ing Munda airdrome on New Geor­ 
gia Island last summer, is visiting 
hLs nearb y Berea, O., home b efore 
b eing reassigned 
He gave this ac­ 
count of the b loody b attle on Bou­ 
gainville: 
“The Nips attacked us on the morn­ 
ing of March 9 in great strength. 
They came up the slope of the hill

T h e G erm ans p lainly have devised a m orale w eap on 
In th eir flying rocket bombs. 
T hey are using it for 
all it is w orth against th e B ritish a n d try ing to s ta rt a 
jitters ep idem ic on our own A tlantic coast w ith p lanted 
rep orts th a t bigger bom bs will be sent across the ocean 
But th e w eapon isn't w orth m uch. 
According to w hat is know n about th e bombs, they 
are solely for th e use to which they a re being p ut—th e 
sp reading of terror am ong BrtfLsh civilians by ind is­ 
crim inate destruction. 
T he G erm ans, having lost th e 
power to carry out heavy a ir raids, are reduced to th e 
awkward techniq ue of horizontal bom bing 
T he only 
im p ortant difference betw een th eir rocket bombs and 
ordinary shellfire is th e greater range of th e bombs, but 
the very fact of th e range m akes accurate aim ing im ­ 
possible. 
Inaccuracy, In turn, m akes tire bom bs m ore 
destructive of civilian m orale th a n they would be if the 
G erm ans had some sp ecific target in m ind. 
The effect cannot com p are w ith that, of th e vertical 
bombing of B ritish cities by m assed fleets of airp lanes 
It is feeble retaliation for th e sa turation raids which 
were developed as retaliation for G erm any's earlier a t ­ 
tem p ts to do th e sam e thing. 
Once m ore the G erm ans 
have hop efully turned to h orror to sta rt som ething th a t 
someone else can do b etter. 
D on’t tell GoebbeLs, but 
rocket bombs at th is m om ent are being lobbed in th e 
general direction of G erm any from p oints as far west 
as K ansas C ity and w hen th ey land he will never even 
know what h it him . 


PSY CH O LO G Y O F D EFEAT 
T he course of wisdom in w artim e is alw ays to over­ 
estim ate th e enem y. T h a t is one of th e secrets of suc­ 
cessful generalship , and it is a good policy for civilians 
But resp ect for th e enem y's ability does not preclude 
attention to circum stances w hich im p air his ability 
such circum stances as th e psychology of defeat now 
underm ining G erm any. 
It m ay well prove to be ttie 
m ost p otent force now und erm ining G erm an strength , 
w hen events ra n be viewed by hind sigh t 
T he G erm ans never have risen to th en heights from 
the underdog p osition. 
T hey do th e ir be.st fighting 
when they a re sure of victory. 
T hey find it difficult 
to adjust thcm seleves 
to 
th e 
inevitability of d efeat 
They a re slow to ad m it even obvious facts, but once 
they have ad m itted th em a re q uick to resp ond to the 
new evidence 
These have been th e ir ch aracteristics 
in two w ars -ch aracteristics w hich m ake them vulner­ 
able to th e psychology of defeat. 
Anyone discounting too heavily th e im p act on all 
G erm ans of d efeat in R ussia. Italy , in th e air, on the 
oceans and now in th e C herbourg p eninsula is ignoring 
the p robabilities of psychology. Even if G erem ans were 
only rem otely suscep tible to evidence th at they are 
lighting for a lost cause, th ere is too uiuch evidence on 
hand at th e m om ent to be ignored.
